I sued orders. which had been prepared 
in advance, to all of the military com- 
manders to cease their operations. 

The state department Riled its duty 
kv notifying all diplomatic and con* 
sular agents of the action taken. 

All the formalities haring been dis- 
posed of the president spent a half liour 
chatting with those, present, and then at 
4:58, the rain still continuing in force, 
the ambassador and his secretary en- 
tered their carriage and were driven 
to tlie embassy. 

The pen which was used by Secre- 
tary Day in signing the protocol 
was given to Chief Clerk Michael, of 
the state department, who had be- 
spoken it. 

M, Thiebaut secured that used by 
the Freucli ambassador. 

ITpon emerging from the white house 
Secretary Day received the earnest 
congratulations of the^ persons present 
upon tlie conclusion of the protocol. 
He stated that tlie peace commission- 
ers who are to draw up tlie definitive 
treaty would not be appointed for sev- 
eral days, but declined to indicate who 
they would be. 

As the order to military and naval 
commanders state further instruc- 
tions will be sent to each general. 
Gen. Merritt will be directed to confer 
with the Spanish commandant at Ma- 
nila to carry out the terms of tlie pro- 
tocol, and to occupy Manila imme- 
diately. Gen. Miles will put himself 
in communication with the chief 
authority in Porto Rico for the 
purpose of having hpauish forces turn 
over !Snn .luan and other points to him 
preparatory to evacuation. Owing to 
conditions in Cuba the orders to Gen 
Shafter to be sent hereafter will be 
much different than those to other gen- 
erals. The navy department is also pre- 
paring orders to all commanders on 
lines similar to the war department 
order. 

At 12:30 o’clock the French ambassa- 
dor received a dispatch giving him full 
authorization to sign the protocol. 
The dispatch was rather long and its 
deciphering took some time.

Washington. Ang. 16.— 'Adm. Samp- 
son. with tlie four big battle ships and 
two armored cruisers of ids fleet, is 
now on his way north, having sailed 
at 10 o’clock Sunday morning from San- 
tiago..

Efforts 
have been made to induce the de- 
partment to have a review of tho 
ships and a land review of the 
sailors. It- is probable that the 
final decision wijl be to have the war 
vessels to go up the river to Grant's 
tomb at Riverside and there fire a 
salute, the trip up to the tomb afford- 
ing the public a sufficient opportunity 
to view the ships, without tiring the 
sailors by a land procession.

The protocol provides for two com- 
missions, first, tho peace commission, 
which will meet in Paris, and second, 
the military commission, which will 
meet in Havana probably within 15 
days. The military commission will be 
created immediately on the signing of 
tiie protocol. Its duties will be of 
great importance. It will settle the 
details of the evacuation of the Span- 
ish armies from the West Indies and 
will decide all questions relative to 
the removal of submarine mines, tho 
immediate relinquishment to tlie

They save a daughter 
from blindness. 



Gary, 8. D., Aug. 16.— A terrific 
wind and hail storm running from 
northeast to southwest, struck Morts 
Siding, about five miles west of here, 
Monday. Everything in the path of 
the storm was swept away. Eight 
people lie dead here and others are 
known to have lieen killed. The dead 
are: 

Joseph Hutchinson, farmer, wife, 
two daughters and grandchild. 

Carl Jeglum. Hlanchnrdsville, Wl* 

Albert Million, home in Milwaukee. 

Charles Eball, a farmer, who was 
reading with his wife and children 
when the storm came Searching 
parties arc out after his wife and 
children. 

Thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty are destroyed and many cattle 
and sheep were killed. 

The storm skirted one mile north- 
east of Hutchinson’s farm and struck 
his house, driving it through the barn. 
The Northwestern railroad track is 
torn up for some distance; telegraph 
poles and snow fences are down. The 
wounded are l>eing taken to Canby. 

One farmer had 200 acres of wheat in 
the shock and it was taken up by the 
wind and no trace of the crop is left. 

The dead were found on the prairie 
with their bodies badly mangled and 
clothing nearly stripped from them. 

The clouds met at a point about 
eight miles northeast of Gary, attained 
a rotary motiou with the tail of the 
cloud descending the earth. Wherever 
it touched everything was destroyed. 
It first struck the farm buildings of 
Carl Peterson, then tlio barn of V. M 
Johnson, where a number of horses and 
sheep were killed. Next was M. A. 
Kenyon's place, the barn was destroyed 
and considerable livestock killed. I 
Kenyon was severely injured about 
the limbs by flyintf timber* Morti- 
mer Hunt's farm buildings were next 
destroyed and here the first life was 
lost. The storm took up the kitchen, 
moved it away from the house and 
scattered its timbers for miles around. 
Albert Million, employed as a farm 
laborer by Hunt, was in the kitchen 
at the time and later he was 
picked up in a dying condition about 
200 feet from the house, having been 
struck in the back of the head and in- 
jured internally. He only lived three 
hours after being found. James Hunt 
was injured. The Hutchinson farm, 
two miles from Hunt's place, was next 
struck, the storm jumping entirely 
over an intervening house without do-, 
ing any damage. . * ' T 

The Hutchinson family were all in 
the house when the storm picked It up 
and scattered it together with the 
barn and outbuildings for railesaround 
on the prairie. The entire family were 
found dead about 300 feet from where 
the house stood. Their deaths appar- 
ently were caused by bruises and cuts 
on the heads. llaby Hutchinson, five 
weeks old. was still alive when found 
but died in a snort time.
